Impressions of General Council 


The New Haven General Council Meeting held 
on the beautiful campus of Yale University and 
the 9th National Council of Pilgrim Fellowship 
held in the impressive halls of the Yale Divinity 
School are now history. The cover picture reveals 
the dignity and beauty surrounding the sessions 
in huge Woolsey Hall. 


Three thousand delegates from all over the 
nation joined together in reviewing the inspiring 
accomplishments of the Board of Home. Missions, 
the American Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions, the Council for Social Action, the 
Service Committee, and the departments of our 
General Council. Together, and in a true spirit 
of Christian grace, they developed plans for the 
next biennium, worked at the problems and dis- 
cussed the important issues facing our denomina- 
tion. 


You will be hearing much in the days ahead 
about the Council Meetings, and your association 
or conference delegate will be making a report in 
the fall meetings, but here are some impressions, 
as written by a few of our 23 delegates and alter- 
nates who attended the 1954 sessions... . 


Pre-Council Mission 


The recent practice of having a series of meet- 
ings dealing with our spiritual needs and mission 
prior to the General Council has been found most 
helpful. Sponsored by the Commission on Evange- 
lism and Devotional Life, in the expectation that 
a spiritual mood would be created for the dele- 
gates, these meetings provide the right atmos- 
phere for the sessions of the General Council. 


The guest speaker this year was Dr. Daniel 
Thambrajeh Niles, a theologian from India, whose 
recent books have been widely read. Dr. Niles is 
a Methodist, but his spiritual insight and devo- 
tion knows no denominational boundaries. The 
spirit of Dr. Niles was seen not only in his mes- 
sages but in the periods following when the great 
themes were. discussed and questions answered. 
His keen mind and humble spirit made a vivid 
impression on those present. 


Dr. Niles spoke three times. His first address 
was “Living with the Bible,” and the essence of 
this message was “the Bible must be regarded as 
a conversation between God and man.’ We should 
know this book--know it and love it--and let its 
words live in and through us. The second address 
was Theology and Religion,’ or man’s attempt to 
explain his faith. He added this word of caution, 
“There must always be a question mark about 
our faith.” We do not know all the answers-- 
there is still yet more truth for us to discover. 
The closing message was “The Prayer of the In- 
tercessor,” using as his theme John 17:20, “Neith- 
er-pray I for these alone.” Dr. Niles’ Christ is ever 
present, not to be seen with human eyes but in 
the ascendant never the less, and he wants us 
and needs us to be his witnesses. “Like our Lord, 
our prayers and life should. be for others,” Dr. 
Niles said, “But before praying for others, let us 


in humility pray for ourselves that we may prove 
worthy instruments and thus permit the spirit of 
God to work through us.”

CHURCH BUILDING LOAN FUND 


The Church Building Loan Fund campaign in 
which our churches have been engaged this past 
two years was a thrilling success. A fund of al- 
most five million dollars was announced by Dr. 
Albert D. Stauffacher, national director of the 
fund campaign, in speaking to the delegates to 
the General Council held in New Haven, Conn., . 
the last of June. 


The figure that was announced June 27, stood 
at $4,825,807, with a goal of $4,500,000. And it was 
the belief of Dr. Stauffacher that when the last 
check is in we will have gone beyond the five 
million. It was a thrilling thing for your Chair- 
man to march in the processional by the side of 
Supt. Butterfield when the special victory pro- 
gram was conducted at the General Council meet- 
ing. During the entire program my mind kept 
easing back in thought to the Churches of the 
the Southeast Convention because I knew the 
local people in the churches had made this pos- 
sible. 


I would like to tell you that of all the Confer- 
ences and Conventions, the Southeast Convention 
was among the ten to raise its suggested goal by 
the time the General Council met in New Haven. 
Of course there were twelve other Conferences 
that were listed as raising their goal, but the 
amount had been underwritten by the Confer- 
ence, itself. 


I say “THANK YOU” to every one of you for 
making it possible for all the delegates from the 
Southeast Convention to hold their heads high in 
New Haven. It was a job that was done only by 
cooperation and a love for the Kingdom of God.

Picture in your mind a beautiful mahogany 
colored cross, high above and against a blue back- 
ground, in front of which is a simple wooden 
communion table on which slender burning 
tapers and flowers are displayed. Listen quietly 
as the New Haven Chorale sings “O Magnify the 
Lord With Me”--thus the setting is staged for 
another meaningful dedication of the Woman’s 
Gift. 


Our hearts thrilled with humility and joy as 
our national president, Grace Buckham, an- 
nounced that the Woman’s Gift exceeded $232,500 
for 1952-54, an increase of approximately 20 per 
cent over the preceding biennium. The first Wo- 
man’s Gift was dedicated in 1942 and since that 
time the overall total is in excess of $1,600,000. 
This speaks well of the women as they continue 
to manifest Christian concern through their sac- 
rificial giving.. : 

The Southeast Convention was well represent- 
ed in the Presidents’ processional by Mrs. Arnold 
Slater, President of Kentucky-Tennessee; Mrs. P. 
Doherty, past President of Georgia; Mrs. Jettie 
Logan, Past President of Alabama; and me, Presi- 
dent of Alabama-Northwest Florida.

The women of Alabama-Northwest Florida 
“chalked up” another victory as they closed out 
their double-header Retreat at Wadley, Ala., July 
13-14. A crowd of 53, representing 17 churches, 
was on hand for the opening play by the Anda- 
lusia women. 


The innings ran swiftly as the team presented 
program ideas, the working materials and mis- 
sion books for 1955.

When play resumed the bases were quickly 
loaded: On first, our special guest, Miss Agnes 
Wood, shared her experiences as a home eco- 
nomics teacher of Zulu girls in South Africa. She 
also gave much background and general infor- 
mation on OUR CHRISTIAN WORLD MISSION. 
On second base was Mrs. Ed Riggs, Missionary 
to India, who gave an inspiring account of the 
work she and Dr. Riggs have done, especially 
among the lepers of that country. Sheigmi Morita 
slid into third base all the way from Kyoto, Ja- 
pan, to Southern Union where he will enter as a 
student this fall. Excitement mounted as runs 


came in--the beautiful colored slides which de- 
picted so vividly the work being done by and for 
the people in Africa, India and Japan. 

In the closing minutes of play, the teams went. 
into action and hit these “homers”: 1) a vote to 
give $50 to the Southeast Convention for the 
Southeast Women’s Fellowship work; 2) a deci- 
sion to raise state expense dues for 1955 to .75. 
per member, .25 of this amount to be used for 
the Southeast Women’s Fellowship, the money to 
be collected at the spring rallies. 

When asked about the game, Coach Smoot 
said: “I had a few anxious moments, but why 
should I? When all the players came through 
hitting 500!”

MINISTERS AT DEERING. SCHOOL 


The Rev. W. C. Carpenter of Douglas, Ga., and 
the Rev. N. A. Long, of Crestview, Fla., attended. 
the Eastern Summer School for Ministers con~ 
ducted at the Deering Community Center, Hills- 
boro, New Hampshire, July 7-28. Fifty ministers 
were chosen from the conferences east of the 
Mississippi River, upon recommendation of their 
superintendents, for scholarships to the school 
held annually by the Board of Home Missions. 

According to reports, our Southeast Conven- 
tion ministers are receiving much recognition. 
Mr. Carpenter was elected to be one of a group 
of six which forms the Council governing the 
school, and was elected chairman of his group. 
He was also named as one of the students on a 
panel of three faculty and three students for a 
discussion of questions submitted by faculty and 
students during. the sessions. 

Mr. Carpenter has also been asked to serve on 
the Conference Planning Committee for the an- 
nual Church and Committee Conference to be 
held by the University of Georgia March 7-9, 1955. 
He attended the conference last year and found 
it most informative and helpful, and urges that 
his fellow ministers make plans to attend the 
1955 sessions.

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DAYS OF DECISION 


The excellent reports of our representatives to 
the General Council of Congregational Christian 
Churches and the National Council of Pilgrim 
Fellowship clearly indicate that these are days 
of decision. We are proud to be a part of such 
a forward looking, purposeful, free, democratic 
denomination. We thrill to the way it is promot- 
ing Kingdom Work throughout our nation and 
around the world. 


However, it is in a very special sense that these 
are days of decision for us here in the Southeast 
Convention. In annual session at Lanett we voted 
to become autonomous and to launch an aggres- 
sive financial program which will bring us to full 
self-support within the next few years. To do 
this, every individual and every church in the 
Convention will have to make a substantial in- 
crease in giving to Our Christian World Mission. 
It will also be necessary for each church to form 
the habit of sending Our Christian World Mission 
monies to the Convention office every month. 
Only by so doing can we meet our obligations and 
begin to realize our high goal. 


Elsewhere in this issue is a list of those 
churches who have already increased their 
pledges and have started the “check every month” 
plan. We know that others will be following their 
lead. 


Now all of this is but an introduction to what 
I want to tell you about the Every Church Can- 
vass scheduled for September 20-24. Those of 
you who were at Lanett will remember our plan 
and in a few days every church will receive de- 
tailed announcements giving days, hours, and 
leaders. 


By vote of the Convention and in accordance 
with our constitution, preparations are now well 
under way for the first Convention-wide Every 
Church Canvass. Sixty ministers and laymen will 
be sent “two by two” to every church in the area. 
In the afternoon of the day designated they will 
hope to meet with the minister and key officers 
of the church to talk over techniques and meth- 
ods which may prove helpful to the local church 
in developing Christian Stewardship and a conse- 
quent increase in dedicated giving to the needs 
of the local church and to Our Christian World 
Mission. 2 


In the evening session (perhaps after a fellow- 
ship meal) all the members and friends of the 
church will gather for a duly called congrega- 
tional meeting. Then will be shown the new 
Convention color filmstrip entitled “The Day of 
Decision.” It will tell the story of our needs, our

We will be depending on 
all of you to help make the Day of Decision a 
glorious and happy occasion and a worthy demon- 
stration of our complete dedication to Christ and 
His Church. 

This will indeed be a rich spiritual experi- 
ence for us all!

“together” the vast majority of the delegates 
were in their thinking--which allowed the Gen- 
eral Council to make far-reaching decisions on 
these important matters so vital to the denomina- 
tion. Even after heated discussions of controver- 
sial questions, I noted how few in number were 
those who were determined to stand in the way 
of progress and enlargement of our fellowship. 
I was particularly pleased with the determination 
of the General Council to proceed with the mer- 
ger with the E. & R. fellowship, and to continue 
the great work of our Committee on Social Ac- 
tion. 


One fact was apparent in the laymen’s meet- 
ings. Those sections of the country where our 
fellowship is strongest had strong laymen’s 
groups with definite programs of laymen’s work. 
In other words, these people do not leave every- 
thing to the minister, as we in the SE are so 
prone to do. I talked to one minister of a mid- 
western church that showed a gain in member- 
ship of 60 last year, of which the minister said 
over 50 were due almost solely to active personal 
evangelistic work by our laymen, and our lay- 
men need better organization. We are no dif- 
ferent from other sections of the country and 
can accomplish the same results they have if we 
put the same interest and effort into the work 
as they do. 


It saddened me to learn that there is an acute 
shortage of ministers in nearly all conferences 
in our fellowship. Not enough young men are 
entering the ministry to fill the gaps left by those 
having to retire. We need to do something about 
this. We all have young men in our churches 
who would make excellent ministers if they 
would dedicate their lives to the fulltime service 
of God and if they had our help and encourage- 
ment.

This was my fourth General Council meeting 
(including the special session at Cleveland in 
1949). Each one seems to be better than the last, 
and a most heartening observation is the steady 
increase in laymen who attend the Council meet- 
ings, many of them going as associate delegates 
and entirely at their own personal expense. 


I come away from each meeting more thor- 
oughly sold on the Congregational Way as being 
the most nearly democratic Christian way. To be 
sure, we have our ‘family squabbles,’ and some 
of the time we get a little impatient with those 
who do not agree with us, but it is a part of the 
great American system, and so.long as we will 
listen to those who differ from us and try to ar- 
rive at a Christian solution to our problems, we 
need not fear for the future of our denomination 
or our country. 


As a layman, I get a great lift from the nightly 
“pull sessions” which the laymen have after each 
evening program. These sessions usually last un- 
til midnight, and it is a great inspiration to asso- 
ciate with the lay leaders of our denomination 


and to learn that so many men now realize that 
a great part of the success of any church pro- 
gram depends upon the men of the local church, 
and that we must not leave all the work for the 
minister. 


I attended the group which studied some of 
the racial problems facing us as a denomination 
as well as a nation. It was most heartening to 
find that those attending the discussions were 
trying to approach the problem of segregation 
and other racial problems in a spirit of Christian 
understanding of each other’s problems. I talked 
with a number of the Negroes who attended the 
sessions--men like Dr. Julian, the gifted scientist 
who was born in Montgomery, Ala.--and found 
them all to be thinking very seriously about the 
problems facing both races. All were confident 
that if both races maintain a true Christian spirit 
no problem or obstacle will be too difficult to 
solve. 


It was a great meeting! I am now looking 
forward to the National Laymen’s meeting in 
Chicago in February, 1955, and hope that a num- 
ber of our laymen from the Southeast Convention 
will be in attendance at that historic gathering, 
the first for our denomination.

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF PF 


The Ninth National Council of Pilgrim Fel- 
lowship left its mark, and a deep one, on at least 
one delegate; I am sure it marked the other 300 
as well. For one glorious week PFers from all over 
the United States (and visiting young people from 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Mexico, Japan, and the 
Philippines) studied, worshipped, played and fel- 
lowshipped together at beautiful Yale Divinity 
School in New Haven, Conn. 


National Council is the final organization in 
Pilgrim Fellowship--the organization which ties 
each and every local fellowship and all the state 
conferences and conventions together. It is the 
official policy maker, the official suggestive body 
of Pilgrim Fellowship. National Council is the 
place where problems are presented, discussed, 
and solutions are found. 


We delegates met to do a job--a tremendously 
important one. We were aware of its seriousness 
and knew that many problems were present. Pre- 
judices presented a tremendous problem. Work on 
the mission field had to be discussed. Appropria- 
tions of money had to be voted. A few of the 
things which we voted to do are: Support the 
work of Mr. Galen Weaver, the Secretary of 
Racial and Cultural Relations of the Council for 
Social Action; support Indian work in South 
Dakota; support the work of Truk in Micronesia; 
support rural evangelism in Japan. Money for 
these projects, and others, is raised through ac- 
tivities like Work Day for Christ. 


All of us at National Council were deeply in- 
spired. We saw the many pressing problems of 
this day and age. We saw the need of Christian 
young people dedicating themselves to a very, 
very difficult task, but a very rewarding one. We 
saw what a really great purpose our PF purpose 
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PF delegates at New Haven: Albert Van Cleave, 
Betty Slater and Millard Fuller. 


is: “To know God in our lives as revealed by Jesus 
Christ, to worship Him only, to study His Truth, 
and to dedicate ourselves to do His Will--to wit- 
ness to the message and mission of the church 
among all people, serving the world in the name 
of Christ, and striving toward the establishment 
of brotherhood, justice, and peace--to cooperate 
with all who seek to extend the Christian fellow- 
ship.” 

Although we spent long hours in committee 
meetings, discussion groups, and business ses- 
sions, we had some recreation and fellowship to- 
gether.

The Council is divided into three Commis- 
sions--Faith, Fellowship and Action. I chose the 
Fellowship Commission and experienced the joy 
of hearing a grand youth worker, George Jenkins, 
Director of Christian Education from California. 


The Fellowship Commission divided into work- 
shop groups during the meeting. They studied 
the area of interdenominational relationships, 
jnter-faith and inter-racial relationships, inter- 
group relationships and intra-group relationships. 
We also did a great deal of study in the field of 
recreation, as it is felt that this field has been 
greatly neglected by many groups. The workshops 
were used to train the leaders in these fields, and 
to plan the program emphasis for the next bi- 
ennium. The group considers the workshop plan 
a success and feels that it should be continued in 
the years to come. 


The program emphasis for the Fellowship 
Commission for 1955-57 consists of five points: 1) 
Recreation, 2) Understanding and working with 
U.C.Y.M. and U.F.P., 3) Planning better rallies, 4) 
Study of the World Council of Churches and the 


things that happened at the Evanston meeting 
in 1954, 5) Leadership training conferences. 


Some of the high points of the Council were: 
1) Town meeting of the World, 2) New England 
Night, 3) Beach Party, 4) a visit to and fellow- 
ship with the General Council, and 5) Com- 
munion and closing service of the Council. 


This was truly a week of inspiration, fellow- 
ship and worship. I am hoping to attend again 
sometime in the future. I hope you may do so 
too.

All you Southern PFers--did you realize that 
we are a great big church and one of “the” 
denominations? It’s really great getting to know 
your PF members and find out the situations in 
all states. 

Before we went to the Council we were asked 
to sign up for one of the three Commissions. I 
chose Christian Faith. Each group had a work- 
shop, and the workshop divided into buzz groups. 
Since there were 100 in our workshop, it was de- 
cided to divide into groups of 25. The Reverends 
Robert Rasche and Oliver Powell were resource 
leaders, and they were really good. Matt Goslin, 
delegate from Washington State, was buzz group 
leader. We studied and discussed 1) Personal 
Christian Living, 2) Christian Vocation, 3) Lead- 
ership Training for Young People and their Ad- 
visors, and 4) Study Committee.
